He then proceeded to negotiate with the छन ज 
Antrim, who was naturally willing to recover that portion of 
his ancestral estates. The King's consent to the sale was 
given. The deeds were completed, and गत Antrim paid 
250 as the expenses 0 the transaction, and I500 ४० 
account of the price. Lord Lorne had, however, changed 
his mind, and as the result of ॐ series of characteristic 
intrigues साला he set on foot, the Privy Council, which 
at that time had assumed to itselt most extraordinary 
powers, interfered to prevent the transfer of the purchased

For the spiritual wellbeing of his men he was licensed 
by the General Assembly to take over to Prance any two 
minisſsters he could persuado to accompany him, ° the one 
to be provyded in 9 thousand pound, the other & thousand 
marks, with entertainment to themselves, horse, and 
man.' 

The regiment thus raised was kKnown 98 the Regiment 
des Gardes 66088018, and has accordingly been confused 
by various writers with the 860४8 bodyguard गं the French 
Kings. Lord Irvine was succeeded as its colonel by 
Andrew Rutherford, afterwards Rarl of Teviot, under 
vhom 1४ saw much fighting before it was broken प and 
incorporated with the Douglas regiment. 

Money soems to have been scarce, for 00 1 April 1643 & 
bond was executed at Rheims by Lord Irvine and many of 
his 0000668 for 30,000 livres turnois, to be applied to the 
subsistence of the regiment while the King's pay was in 
arrear.

0 16 March 1646, for in the charter above mentioned he 18 
designed 9७ quondam Jacobum Comitem de Irwing, 
Oolonellum Satelitii Scoticani in regno Galliae.“ 

On his death without issue, as is beliovod, ho was suc- 
coeded in the title of Kintyre by his half- brother Archibald, 
Marquess oſ Argyll, while the titles of Varl of Irvine and 
Lord Lundy became extinct.

The Olan Donald were anciently Known as Siol Ohuinn, 
or the descendants 0 070 of the Hundred Pights, High 
King of Ireland, who swayed the sceptre at Tara in the 
second century. They have 8180 been Known, and are 
known to the present day, as the (ला (ग्र, or the de- 
acendants of Colla Uais, ॐ later High King of Ireland. 
Descent from both has been the living belief of the clan 
for ages. 

Fergus Mor, the son of Erc, one of the three brothers 
Who, in the sixth century, founded the Scottish Kingdom of 
Dalriada, was, according to the Albanic Duan and the ४8. 
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of 1450, fourth 10 descent from Colla Uais. Domnagart, the 
लवशः son of Fergus, was the ancestor of Kenneth Mac- 
Alpine and the succeeding 110€ of Scottisn 1028. Godfrey, 
the younger son, is claimed as the progenitor oſ the line 
from which the lan Donald sprang, and was Known in his 
day as 10811800 of the Isles. Reginald, second Lord of the 
Isles, son of Somerled, is referred ४० as ॐ descendant of 
Godfrey, Fergus, and (णा, in an ancient शो poem 
relating to the Kingdom of the Isles, entitlod Baile, Suthain 
Sith 01. 01 the links bet ween Godfrey and Somerled 
three at least are easily identifſied, Gillebrido, Gilledomnan,

Somerled, the first ० the family of the Isles in clearly 
hisſtorical times, is derived almost entirely from tradition 
embodied in the 8. histories of MacVurich, Hugh Mac- 
donald, and other family seanachies. The Mac Vurichs, 
1086 line of bards and historians to the Island Family go 
back almost ४० the time of Somerled himselft, agreo with 
the others in their account 0 his first appearance on the 
stagoe of history. शाश) first referred ४०, he is living a 
quiet liſe in tho ०181८6४ गं Morven with his father Gille- 
brido. Some what earlier than the middle ° the twelfth 
century, 1४ appears that ॐ strenuous eſſort was made णि 
the native tribes of हका to free themselves from the 
Scandina vian ०९ under which they had 80 long chafed. 
Wnhat part Somerled played in the early part of this struggle 
does not appear, एप भाङ्‌ the tribes made choice of him 
as their leader. After ॐ series of skirmishes, the Scan- 
dina vians were drivon to their galleys and retired in utter 
confusion from the mainland of Argyll to the 18168. 
Somerled's victory was the first successful rally which णि

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hundreds of years had been made by the Gael 01 the West 
against the Norwegian powor. 

Somerled having gained poſssession of the mainland 
torritory oſ his family, assumod the title oſ Thane or Regulus 
of Argyll. But he was not satisfled with the conquest 0 
18 $11. It became his sottled policy to Subdue the Kingdom 
of Man and the Isles as well. Meanwhile ४ temporary 
friendship was effected betwoen him and Olave, King 0 
Man and the Isles, through thoe marriage 0 Somerled and 
Ragnhildis, the daughter of 08९९, This marriage, which 
took 71966 in 1140, was, aocording to the author of the 
Onkronicles of Man, the cause of the ultimate ruin of the 
Norwegian Kingdom of the Isles. On the death 0 Olavo, 
in 1154, his son Godreoed succeeded him, and by his arbitrary 
and tyrannical exercise of power alienated tho loyalty of 
the island chiefs. They proposed to Somerled, who readily 
asſssented, that his 807 Dugall, then a boy, be carried through 
४06 Islos and proclaimed kKing. Godred, who was in the 
Islo oſ Man, on being apprised of events in the Western 
Isles, equipped 9 considerable fleot, and forthwith proceeded 
to the Isles with the object of crushing the rebellion. 
Bomerled met him on the north coast of Isla with ॐ fleet 0 
eighty sail, and on the night of Rpiphany 1156, ॐ long, 
obstinate, and sanguinary conflict ६०९० 1966 between the 
fleets. The result was advantageous to Somerled, peace 
was concluded, and ॐ treaty was formed between him and 
Godred by which the whole of the islands south of the 
Point of Ardnamurchan, along with Rintyre, whioh was 
then reckoned one of the islands, came into the possession 
of Somerled. The peace was not of long duration. In the 
space of two years after the treaty, Somerled invaded the 
श गं Man with fifty-three galleys, routed Godred, and 
laid the country waste. The whole kingdom of Man and 
the Isles now lay at the victor's feet. 

BSomerled comes again into vioew in the rising of Malcolm 
Macheth and his sons over their claim to the earldom 0 
Moray. Somerled, who was connected with Malcolm 
Macheth by marriage, recognised the validity of his claim. 
He ४०० up arms in support of Malcolm's sons in 1153, and 
शलो) was the rigour with which he prosecuted the war that 

1 Onhronicles oſ Maun. 
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King Malcolm 1९. was obliged ४० come to terms with him 
in 1157, and Macheth's son Malcolm was invested with the 
earldom of Ross.“ This ovent was considered of such im- 
portance that it marked an epoch in the history ०1 Soottish 
charters.“ Meanwhilo Somerled obtained in Norway the 
titlo ग King of the Sudreys.“ The 68४66 concluded 
between King Malcolm and Somerled had lasſsted about 
seven years, when, in 1164, there was a renewal of hostilities. 
The latter gathered a great 008४, reckoned at 15, 000 strong, 
from Ireland, Argyll, and the Isles, and with a fleot 0 
184 galleys sailed up the Olyde to Greenock, where he 
landed. Thence he marched to Renfrew, whero the King's 
army lay encamped. The Scottish hisſstorians state that in 
the battle which ensued Somerled's army was defeated and 
he himself 81810, while the Highland chroniclers aver that 
no battle was ſought, but that Somerled was treacherously 
assasſssinated in his tent, and that his followers dispersed 
without striking a 710. 

The body of Somerled was taken to Kintyre, and buried 
at the Abbey of Saddel, the building of which was begun 
by 11086 शात afterwards completed by his 800 Reginald.“

The hollow allegianco proved of short 
duration. The Lord of the Isles as aà matter of policy 
ſormed an alliance with the Norwegians, and he and his 
vassals played ॐ prominent part in the expedition of Haco 
and the subsequent proceedings which resulted in the Battle 
of Largs.“ The cession of the Isles, however, लि took 
place three years afſter the ०४४४९, was accomplished, not by 
conquest, but by diplomatie negotiations, and the Lord भ 
the 18168, notwithastanding the part he acted on the side of 
Norway, remained unmolested in the extensive territories 
of his family. By the Scottish treaty with Magnus 1९. in 
1266, the Lord 9 the Isles became ॐ vassal of tho Scottish 
Orown. His attitude towards the Orown, 1 not openly 
hostile, continued for some time unfriendly. In 1284, how- 
ever, his relations with the government are indicated by 
his presence at the Convention of 78४७६८९8 held at Perth in 
that year, when the Maid of Norway was declared heiress 
to the throne. He was 8180, two years later, present with 
his son Alexander at another meeting at Turnberry, on 20 
Septomber 1286, con vened by the partisans 0 Bruce, with 
the object of taxing steps ४० prevoent the succession of the 
Maid of Norway. Again in 1288, when the Council of the 
Regency came to be divided in opinion regarding the suc- 
cession, the Lord of the Isles was one of those who formed 
a bond 0 association with James, High Steward of Scot- 
land, and others, who favoured the claims of Bruce.“ Angus 
continued steadſast in his support of the claims of Bruce, 
and was equally consistent in his opposition to those 0

In 1295 Angus granted to the Convent of Paisley one

By marriage he became closely alliod with the family of 
Lorn, and through them associated with the PEnglish interest.

Many letters were addressed to him from the Pnglish court, 
and from the rewards which afterwards followed, the 
services which he rendered to the 0011871 cause seem to

In ४06 pursuit 
that followed PRdward Bruce ६०० prisoner The Prince of 
the Isles.“ HERscaping from Pdward's custody he took refuge 
in the stronghold of (०8५९ Swein, in North Knapdale, where 
King Robert Bruce, fresh from his victory over Alexander 
of Lorn at the Pass of Bencruachan, besieged him, carrying 
him prisoner to Dundonald Oastle, in Kintyre. Alexandor 
at this stage disappears from the page of hiſstory. He 18 
said to have died shortly thereaſter in the Oastle of Dun- 
donald, when, on account of his opposition to the Bruce 
interest, his estates were forfeited and his descendants 
cut गौ from the succession ſor ever.

VI. ANous 0५ succeeded his brother Alexander as Lord 
of the Isles. At the outset of the War of Indepoendence he 
appears attached to the English interest, but before long 
he became a strenuous supporter of Bruce. In 1301 he 
was equally zealous with his brother Alexander in his 
eſſorts to hold the Western Isles in subjection to the Eng- 
lish crown. In 1306 there was à marked change. Bruce's 
coronation at Scone in that year was soon followed by his 
disastrous defeat at Methven, and there came shortly 
thereafter the unsuccessful encounter with MacDougall of 
Lorn at Dalry. In the course of his sSubsequent wanderings 
he found his way to Rintyre, and threw himself on the 
hospitality and friendshipof the Lord of the Isles. Thus, 
1161) his fortunes were 1008४ depressed and his prospects 
of success 1688४ hopeful, and to all appparance nothing to 
gain but everything to lose, tho Lord of the Isles espoused 
the cause of the fugitive King of Scotland. The Lord ग 
the Isles received the King in his castle of Saddel, and 
afterwards, for greater security, took him first to the Oastle 
of Dunaverty,*“ and then to the Island of Rathlin, on the 
Irish coast, where he was entertained and protected by the 
followers of the island lord. In the beginning of 1307 
Bruce 1४ Rathlin, and the Lord of the Isles 86४ ॐ chosen 
body of Highlanders under the command ० his cousin 
Donald, son 0 Alasſstair Mor, to meet the King in Arran. 
From that time the Lord of the Isles and tho MacRuaris 
0 Garmoran were closely associated with Bruce in the task 
of vindicating the independenco of Scotland. At Bannock- 
burn Angus led the attack of the Highlanders, variously 
estimated at from 5000 to 10, 000 mon, who with the men ग 
Oarrick, rushing upon the foe at the critical moment when 
the King brought up his reserves, settled the fortune of the 
day. The Lord of the Isles was amply rewarded by the 
1108 for his services. Besides 1812, and Kintyre, the islands 
of Mull, Jura, (0, and Tiree, and the districts of Glencoe, 
Morven, and Lochaber, were bestowed upon him.

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Madcdonald and Donald of Isla in presence 0 the principal 
men of the 888. The first mention of Donald in any 
rocoord 18 in the yjear 1300, when he was given as a 1108४86 
to the King at Invoerness.“ His compulsory residence as a 
hostage in the castle of Dumbarton did not tend to make 
him loyal to the Scottish throne. From 1378 to 1408 he

ना, howover, was her father's sister Margaret, wife of 
Donald, Lord of the Isles, who now, as he could not other- 
wise obtain possession of the earldom, had recourse ४० the 
argument which was best understood in the brave days 0 
old. Raising a large army, estimated at 10,000 strong, 
Donald invaded the earldom and tookxk possession of the 
castlo of Dingwall. From Dingwall 6 marched to Inver- 
ness and planted his standard in the Highland capital. 
Insſtead of standing on the deſensivo and guarding what he 
had gained, 16 again assumed the aggressive, and proceeded 
towards the town of Aberdeen, which, in the course of his 
quarrel with the Regent, he had threatened to एप.

After 
two monthsꝰ' confinement, Alexander, on his release, raised 
tho standard of revolt, and at the head of an army, esti- 
mated at 10,000 men, invaded the Mainland. Prom Loch- 
aber he marched to Inverness, consigned the town to the 
flames, and wasted the Orown lands in the neighbourhood. 
Ha ving failed to tako the casſstle ° Inverness, he retired to 
Lochaber, vhither he was followed by an army, led by the 
King in person. On the approach 0 the royal army the 
Oamerons and Mackintoshes deserted the standard of the 
Lord of the Isles, and ranged themselves under the royal 
banner. Alexander was constrained to sue for peace, but 
€ King insisted on unconditional surrender. Alexander, 
however, refused to surrender on these terms, and the 
pursuit by the King's troops becamo so hot that he was 
drivoen, step एए step, to the very headquarters 0 the 
enemy's power. € at length presented 11108 शा before the 
King at Holyrood and made his submission.“ On the inter- 
cession ° the Queen, Alexander's liſe was spared, and he 
was committed a prisoner to Tantallon (8४16. Meanwhile 
the Olan Donald and the vassals of the House of Isla 
assembled under © leadership of Donald Balloch, cousin 
0 tho imprisoned chief, and at Inverlochy, in the begin- 
ning of 1431, inflicted & 8€ ९९76 defeat upon 8 royal army 
under the leadership 0 the HRarls of Mar and Oaithness.

The forſeited Rarl 0 
Douglas, who had been undergoing his sentenco of banish- 
ment at the हाड court, made overtures to the HKarl of 
Ross for the formation 9 an oſſensivo and defonsive league 
with APngland. The English Commissioners appointed to 
treat met John and his council at the casſstle of Ardtornish 
in the spring of 1461. The treaty afterwards concdluded 
between the parties, Known as the Treaty 01 Ardtornish, 
was undoubtedly treasonable to the Scottisn state. Prom 
1४8 terms it appears that the object in viow was the con- 
quest of Scotland by the 1081718 of Ross and Douglas, 98818६९ 
by the एणा King.“ This remarkable compact bet ween 
the parties required military measures to carry its pro- 
visions into efſect. Angus Og, the Rarl's son, and Donald 
Balloch, one of the parties to the treaty, at the head of 
the vasſssals of Ross and of the Isles, ४0०० possession of the 
castle of Inverness, and assumed regal powers over the 
northern counties. There is evidence that an Pnglish 
invasion was contemplated at the same time, एप the Wars 
of the Roses absorbed the energies of the English 108 
and in default 9 the expected 81118 help the northern 
rebellion collapged. € Rarl of Ross was summoned 
before the Parliament of 1463 to answer for his conduct, 
but he ignored the summons. The negotiations embodied 
in the Treaty of Ardtornish, which had remained a secret 
in the archives of the Pnglish Orown at Westminster, were 
at length disclosed, and the छशा] of Ross was summoned ४0 
appear before Parliament in 1475 to answer for his treason. 
Failing to appear, he was forfeited in 1116, dignities, and 
poſssessions.“ He, however, aftoerwards made a voluntary 
sgubmission, and at à meeting of Parliament held on 1 July 
1476 his dignities and possessions were restored to him, 
but he immediately resigned these into the hands of the 
King, who created him a Peer of Parliament by the title of 
LORD 0 (८7 ISLEBS, and confirmed him in the lands 
of the Lordship 0 the Isles, with the exception of Kintyre

nephew, were the principal actors, was the means of 
bringing the Island Lords again into conflict with the 
Government. ९ finally made a voluntary surrender of the 
Lordship 0 the 18168 in 1494, and lived for the remainder 
of 118 1116 at the Scottisn (णपा, In 1495 ४ payment of 
133, 68. 8d. {07 his maintenance and that of his servants 
occurs in the HRHdinburgh Oustoms Accounts. 

The Lord of the 18168 diod at Dundee in 1498, and was 
buried in the tomb 01 his ancestor Robert II. in the Abbey 
of Paisley. 

John, Lord of the Isles, married, bofore 8 February 1475-76, 
Mizabeth, eoldest daughter of Lord Livingstone, Great 
Ohamberlain of Scotland, without issueo. 

He had two natural sons, John and Anqus, both ज whom 
were legitimised in the charter bestowing ४16 now patent 
of nobility upon भोला ſfather, and declared his legal heirs. 
John died before his fathor without issus. Anqus, who 
acted a prominent part in the struggles of the family in 
Ross and in the Isles aſter the forfeiture oſf 1476, 18 desig- 
nated Master of the 18168 and Lord of Troternieh in a 
charter granted by him to the Abbey of Iona in 1485. 
He was assassinated by an तशि harper at Inverness in 
1490, having married Margaret Oampbell, daughter 0 the 
Rarl of Argyll, by whom he had a son, Donald Dubh, who 
was Kept in close confinement by the family of Argyll 
almost श 718 116. On two occasions he escaped from their 
custody, and assuming the titles of पश्चा of Ross and Lord 
of the Isles, made भो attempt in 1508, and again in 1545, 
supported on both occasions ए the vassals 01 the Isles, to 
obtain the restoration oſ the family dignities and inheri- 
tance, but without success. He died at Drogheda in 1545, 
leaving a son, of whom no moro 18 heard.

Ker of (0688010, who was Warden 
0 the Middle Marches, either in the perſormance of his duty 
or else taking the side against his Linsman and namesake 
(Drummond of Hawthornden? assigns the latter motivo), 
ſell upon Hamilton near Kelso, scattered his followers, and 
816 86९९191 of his personal retainers. Hamilton himselt 
escaped to Home (७8४16. This affray was Known as the 
Raid of Jedwood Forest. Next day Perniehirst held his 
court in the Tolbooth of Jedburgh as Bailio to Angus, 
whilst Angus held a court of his own three miles out of the 
town. This dispute led to the noted skirmish between the 
Douglases and Hamiltons 10 the streets oſ Edinburgh 
known as Oleanse the CGauseway,' 30 April 1520, in which 
Arran and his retainers were worsted by Angus.“ 

The diſspute for the chieftainshipand other matters kept 
the two branches of the family at variance.

On 17 January 1523-24, the King confirmed a charter to 
Andrew लाः of Perniehirst 0 the lands and barony of 
Oxnam, ete., to hold the same to the said Andrev for his 
1116, and after his deatn to Thomas Ker his son and 
heir·apparent, whom failing, to Jonn Ker, brother of the 
said Thomas, whom failing, to Robert Rer, brother of 
the same, and their heirs, whom failing, to Ralph Rer, 
brother of the said Andrew, whom ſailing, to William Ker, 
brother of the said Andrew, ९८९.

In spite 
0 the quarrel betweeon them, both Andrew Rer of Pernio- 
hirst and Andrew € of 0888100 went to the assiſstance 
of Angus when, on 25 July 1526, 16 was returning with 
James from doing 1४४66 on the Border thieves at Jed- 
burgh, and was attacked by Scott of Buccleuch. It was 
in the pursuit of Buccleuch that Ker of Oessford was 
killed, which gave rise ४० ॐ blood feud between Kers and 
Scotts which lasted unabated for aà century, and in its 
४४९ eſſocts even longer. 

On 13 August 1526, he had the King's confirmation of ४ 
charter by Margaret Haliburton, younger daughter of one

He had a Orown charter of part of Bedrule, 
with the patronage of the church, JT November 1541. He 
had a grant by King James of the bailiary of Jedburgh 
Forest in 1542 to 1189 and John Ker his son, being ४ 
conſirmation 01 that 006९, which had long been held by 
him.“ Besides these he had various minor grants. 

About 1545 Robyn Ker, his third son, wrote to Lord 
BShrowsbury saying that his father was crasit and secklie,“ 
and asking him to state on what sureties he would allow 
his brother वृणा) Ker to come home in order that he 
may speak with his father, who 18 in great despair of 
his 1116. 

He was still alive on 4 October 1545, but died soon 
after, having been Knighted after January 1543. He 
married Janet, second daughter of Sir Patrick Home of 
Polwarth, before 6ßNovember 1501.

October 1543, from her 807 Robert Ker 07 Woodhead of an

हप्र viving son of 97 Andrew Ker, succeeded his father.

He was present in Parliament 1 August 1546. On 30 
May 1547, he had ॐ precept ० clare constat 0 James 
Douglas 01 Oa vers to John Ker as heir to the said Andrew 
Ker गं Perniehirst, his father, in the lands of Peualroull.“ 
In the same year he had a ninetoen years' tack of Inner- 
leithen and Little Newton, and he assigned to his two sons 
William and Andrew before his death a titlo 01 the teinds 
0 his former tack.“ 

In the autumn of 1547 Hertford, now Somersot, and Pro- 
tector of the realm, for the third time set 10०४ in Scotland. 
Many 860४४18) gentlemen tendered their submiſssion to him 
at Newcastle beſore he reached the Border. Sir George 
Douglas made some attempt to obsſtruct the advance of 
Somersets army on his castle 01 Dunglas.“ PFerniehirst 
hovered on the skirts of the enemy and had on one occasion 
a close 0008986 for his life, but there was no organised re- 
sistance. After the Scots defeat at Pinkie, the Pnglish

Sir 
John was Warden of the Middle Marches, and received the 
honour of Knighthood from the Duke of Ohatelherault in 
1548, for his good ser vices in restraining the incursion of 
the REnglish on the Borders.“ € was retoured heir to 
Andrew Ker of Ferniehirst, his father, in the lands 0 St.

That fortress was 
closely investod by the forces of अ William Drury, the 
English commander, who had joined the Regent, and after 
performing prodigies of valour Kirkaldy surrendered to 
Drury, on 29 May 1573, on promise of good ४८९०४०७६, In 
spito 01 this assurance, however, Kirkaldy and his brother 
were 09060 at the Oross of PRdinburgh. Sir Thomas Ker 
had taken 118 {87011 charter-chest with him to the Oastle, 
and on its surronder the chest was seized by the Regent 
Morton and never recovered. An inventory, however, was 
made up when the chest was handed over to पाङ.

I, 190, and elso where, attemptes 
to prove that the Ferniehirst coat was arure to start with, and was ehanged 
from that to gules as a mark of cadency, and also that a stag's head in base 
vas added about 1650, i. e. in the timeo of Sir Andrev Ker of Ferniehirst, 
vho succeeded his father about 1485, his mother having been the heiress 
of Ferniehirst. It is probable that the stag's head in base was added for 
the reason given below, but it seems doubtful whether the Fernlehirst 
coet was ever arzure. Stodart says further that the alteration from अप्त 
to gules vas followved by the dropping of the stag's head in base, as it was 
thought objectionable, as 10010 like 8 mark of difſerence. 

The reason sSuggested by Stodart for the addition of the stag's head in 
base is soome connection with the Colville family, vhose property of 
Oxnam was bought by Sir Andrev Ker of Ferniehirst in 1600. There is 
no proof that Sir Andrev 6 of Ferniehirst married the Colville heiress, 
as etated by Stodart, but aceording to Sir George Mackenzie 018 grand- 
mother had been Catherine Colville.

On 11 December 1628 he had a protection to come over 
from Ireland, ' where his residence has beene this long tyme

01) 10 August 1489 Robert Maitland, the King's 
well-beloved esquiro, received a charter of locum 
castri et montem nuncupatum 16 mote de Vibris,“ 
with bounds and pertinents extending to two acres, 
to be held of the King for a feu-duty of 40d. yearly. 
The castle, गोला, it will be remembered, had been 
excepted from the grant oſ George, Rarl of March, 
thus came into the possession of the cadet branoh 0 
Auchingassil. On 19 May 1500 James Maitland re- 
ceived from William Maitland of Lidyngtoun a precept 
0 clare consſstat as heir oſf Robert Maitland his father 
in certain lands in the barony 0 Tibris.“ And on 11 
May 1506 the said James Maitland was retoured heir

07 12 November 1561 
he was appointed an Ordinary Lord of Session, and on 20 
December 1562 he was 10906 Reeper of the Privy Beal. In 
1563 he was appointed one 9 the COommissioners to deal 
with claims under the Act of Oblivion, and in the samo 
year he was also employed ४० frame regulations for the 
guidance गं tho Commissaries intrusted with the decision 
of matrimonial causes. In 1567 he resigned the Privy 8681, 
which was conferred on his second son John, then Prior 
of Ooldingham. Unlike his sons, he does not seem to 
have been personally concerned in the troubles of the times, 
though his lands of Blyth were ravaged by the English, 
and he suffered in other ways from the animosity of the 
Regent Morton and his faction.

In 1385 Walter धात Margaret, his 
16, resigned the whole earldom and lordship of Lennox 
within the sherifſfdoms of Stirling and Dumbarton in the 
hands of King Robert 11. at Stirling 10 ſavour of their son, 
Sir Duncan of Lennox, Knight, 70 received a charter of 
the same on 8 May 1385, followed by a similar resignation 
and regrant on 19 August 1388, when their liferent rights 
were specially reserved.

After theo latter's 
death, as above stated, young Lovat became a ward of the 
Orown, and in 1456 his ward and marriage were granted to 
Lord GIamis.“ He was made > Peer of Parliament bet ween 
the vyears 1456 and 1464, apparently under the title 01 
LORD FRASER OFLOVAVT.

He was born about 1667. € was educated at King's 
Oollege, Aberdeen, where he graduated, and through 
all his troubled 16 76 never entirely lost ॐ taste fſor 
letters. In 1696 € accompanied Lord Murray, after- 
wards [एनम] of Tullibardine, and his cousin Hugh, Lord 
Lovat, to London.

From Ireland he 
went over the sea to the King.“ WMhen the King arrived 
in the Moray एधा in June 1650 Glengarry was in his train. 
He continued with him until defeat separated them at 
Worcester. After his return north Glengarry continued in 
arms, bidding deflance ४० the English garrison at Inverness, 
the chief conduct of the King's अशा within the Highland 
line being intrusted to him.“ As leader 0 the royalists in 
the Highlands he was active in recruiting among the clans 
for the King's service. When the Rarl of Olencairn, ap- 
pointed to the command 0 the royal forces in Scotland 
in March 1653, arrived in the Highlands, GQlengarry joined 
him at the head of ॐ force estimated at between 1500 and 
1600 men.“ A commission of major-general in his fa vour 
98 sent by Charles, dated at Qhantilly 31 October 1653.

98 एधा before 1182, when his predecessor died, and भा the 
charters in which he appears are aſter that date. He was 
ॐ witness to the foundation charter of the hospital of St. 
Peter, bet ween 1182 and 1109. He granted ४० the Ouldees 
of Monymusk the churches of Alford, Leochel, Ruthven, and 
Invernochty, to support the Priory of Monymusk of which 
he was the founder.“ He claimed a right to the patronage

claim was disputed by King William and Brice (Douglas), 
Bishop of Moray. An amicable agreement was made, and 
they joined in granting their respective rights to the abbey 
and monxks of Arbroath, by three separate charters, apparently

the King being then at Kintore, on 18 September in some 
vyear between 1203 and 1207. It is not certain when डा]

The 5०06 confirmed 118 
commissionerꝰs judgment, and directed the Bishop of Aber- 
deen to examine witnesses as to the birth of डया Morgund,“ 
after लो 70 moro is on record regarding the case. 
Whatever further proceedings were taken, Rarl William 
remained in possession, which supports the suggestion that 
the alleged illegitimacy was perhaps only ॐ product of the 
difſferenco between the Oeltic usage and the (कणा [भ्त 
vwhich was superseding it.,““ But, apparently to prevent 
any prejudice ४० others, the Harl, on 23 January 1267-68. 
vwhile confirming to the canons of St. Andrevsa certain

{पाङ made or confirmed by these persons, he and his heirs 
would supply what can be supplied so far as possible. 

The ष्मा of Mar was restored to à 01866 in the govern- 
ment 10 1257, and took ॐ prominent part in publice afſairs. 
Ho again, about 1262, became अछत Qhamborſlain, and held 
oſſice धा 1267. In that or the following year à great dis- 
pute arose bet ween him and the Bishop of Moray because 
of many injuries done to the church of Moray by the ए, 
and the latter was excommunicated by the Papal legate.“ 
It was perhaps on account of this quarrel with the OQhlurch 
that Bower calls 11170 in malis actibus ingeniosus satis.“ 
In 1264 he was one of two commanders sent to compel the 
Islesmen to submit ४० King Alexander's rule, and in 1270 he 
was one of an embassy to DEngland to negotiate for the 
earldom of प्प 0०00.

King Räward III., 
on 15 January 1347-48, assigned him to the care of his step- 
father, William Oarsewell, until his majority.“ He was 
doubtless of full age when, in June 1351, ho was a commis- 
sioner for a treaty of peace with England.“ In 1357 he was 
one 01 the hosſstages for payment ० King David's ransom. 
Afſter the death of his grandmother Ohristian Bruce in the 
same year, he had 9 charter confirming to him the lands she 
had held, the lordahip of Garioch, and thenceforth he added

It 
has been stated that the quarrel began in > single combat 
between the Harl and Sir William Keith, whom the King 
favoured; but this seems scarcely a sufflociont reason for 
depriving Mar of his Stronghold. Wyntoun says the castlo 
was taken becauso Mar was out 0 the Kingdom; but this 
18 not clearly proved.

It has been con- 
tended that the latter title was assumed in right of his 
wife, who was the true holder of the title. On the other 
hand it has been stoutly maintained that a grant of the 
earldom 01 Mar was specially made to the एण of Douglas. 
This, however, is not borne out by the evidence adduced, 
and may be dismissed as not proven.“ एणः the rest, the 
evidencoe is meagre. The Countess aſter her husband's 
death, and during the life of her son James, who held the

Isabella sShould for any reason resign or alienate the earldom 
or any part thereof in prejudice of her true heirs (a position 
claimed for the wife of Sir Thomas) he, the King, would 
not receive such resignations nor ratify any alienations. A 
month earlier, 19 October 1393, her husband is st ylod Lord 
of Mar.“ Later, in 1397, she is again styled Oountess 0 
Mar in the charters and other writs securing the succession 
of her natural brother George Douglas, शा of Angus, to 
the unentailed estates of her ſather and brother, the first

She died betwoen May and 
October 1408.“ She was married, 08४, 70607९6 July 1388, to 
Bir Malcolm Drummond of Strathurd, brother of Annabella, 
Queen of King Robert DI. He never held the title of एनया 
of Mar, but 18 always designed Lord of Mar. He was made 
prisoner in the year 1402 by 9 stratagem, and 80 se vereoly 
treated in captivity that he died before November of that 
year. The COountess was married, secondly, to Sir Alexander 
Stowart, eldest natural Son of Alexander, एक] of Buchan, 
४16 ° णा of Badenoch,' 8 young man 0 wild tendencies, 
and 8 leader oft caterans.“ He 18 said to have seized tho 
person of the Countess as well as her casſstle of Kildrummy, 
but on 12 August 1404 81716 conveyed to him and to his heirs 
to € born bet wixt them, whom failing, to his lawful heirs 
vwhomsoever, her earldom of Mar and her other lands, on 
the footing of àa contract of marriage betwixt them. This 
however, was probably compulsory, and the charter was 
never conſirmed by the King, a fact which rendered 1४ 
wholly invalid.
